A gas explosion of unknown origin 
in the generator room of the Day-Lite 
Gas company, on the Yellow River road, 
quarter of a mile north of the Majrflow- 
er mills, at 11 o'clock Friday morning, 
killed two men, blew out windows in 
houses within a quarter of a mile, en- 
dangering the lives of the occupants, 
and almost completely wrecked the gas- 
making plant, entailing a loss of $5,000.

were besieged by scores of inquiries re- 
garding it, but it was some time before 
the source of tbe trouble could be lo- 
cated. 


Early arrivals at the spot found the 
bodies of the two victims and a wide 
area

with

buildings, some portions of the latter 
having been distances by the force of 
having been hurled great distancef; by 
the force of the explosion. 
The Day- 
Lite company 
manutactured 
individual 
gas lighting systems and had been in 
business here but a few weeks. 


Patrolman First There. 


Night Patrolman Boseker was .sitting 
in his home, about two squares from the 
scene of the accident, and when the ex- 
plosion occurred he was knocked from 
his chair. Suspecting what liad occurred 
he rushed across fields to the scene and 
was the first person to reach the place. 


He saw in a moment that the two 
victims whose bodie.s were strewn upon 
tlio ground were beyond earthly help, 
and immediately began to look through 
the weed-grown fields for other bodies. 


Schone & Ankenbmck's and Uliner's 
ambulances were on tbe scene a few 
minutes after tbe accident, and the po- 
lice ambulance squad responded to the 
alarm as did Sheriff filadieux 
and

Damage Felt at Distance. 


The home of Dennis O'Connor, 1824 
fourth 
str(>et, in 
Bloomingdale, over 
three sijuares from the plant, was lit- 
erally crushed when a heavy ijiece of 
machinery was thrown against the .»ide 
of it. 
All the windows were broken, a 
large piece was taken out of the wall 
and the front porch was completely 
torn away. 
A house owned by Fred 
Ijochner and in the same square was 
badly damaged. 


For half a mile in every 
direction 
glass Avas broken and fences were torn 
down, both from the sliock and by pieces 
of iron that were hurled from the ma- 
chinery in the plant. 


The Brookside grounds are directly op- 
posite the place, and a portion of the 
high fence surrounding the buffalo pen 
was demolished, the buflfalo getting into 
an adjacent field. 


A porch was blown from the home of 
Fred Olusenkamp, 500 feet from tlie ex- 
plosion. 


Leo Alerding, nephew of Bishop Her- 
man J. Alerding, and at one time man- 
ag(ir of the Alerding-Ittenbacii leather 
store, was one of the heaviest 
stock- 
holders in the company and was the or- 
ganizer of the local capital that is in 
tcrested.

As to civil liability, the law provides 
that any person injured or whose prop- 
erty or means of support has suffered 
at the hands of an intoxicated person 
shall have right of action against any 
person of firm that illegally furnished 
the liquor.

Can Weather the Financial 
Storm, Says French 
Economist. 


Paris, 
Dec. 
2.— (Correspondence 
of 
The Associated Press).—Tlie answer of 
Paul Leroy Beaulieu, the French econo- 
mist, to the question "Will Europe be 
plunged into bankruptcy because of the 
war?", is "No, not even Germany." 


Concerning the result of the present 
enormous spending of money by all the 
notions and the conditions following the 
war, he forecasts the end of the war a 
year hence and after its end a remark- 
Bble industrial activity with an inter- 
national commercial rivalry leading to 
iiigh tariff's in all the nations now at 
war, including free-trade 
England, and 
yet higher tariffs in the United States. 


He said: "\Vlnle such a situation has 
never before presented itself in history 
and while therefore, all opinions must 
Lf given with ^ome reserve, I am con' 
fident that no fear need be felt for a 
universal collapse of world finances. The 
destruction in this war, save possibly in 
tlic lives lost, has been exaggerated in 
the public mind. 
Not a single nation 
involved 
will be irretrievably 
ruined. 
The 
enduring 
power 
of 
accumulated 
wealth has been underestimated. 
It will 
take not more than ten or twelve years 
for the world to recover from its losses. 


" I estimate that the war will have 
come to a close by next autumn. 
Then 
there will set in a period of manufac- 
turing activity the like of which we 
have never known. 
This period has been 
made necessary by the physical damage 
done, by the dirersion to war supplies 
of factories once engaged 
in 
making 


cloth, and what not. 
During this recon- 
struction 
period we will work 
harder 
than formerly. 
There will not be the 
stagnation which paraly;:ed the southern 
states after the civil war, 


"Another result of the war will be the 
increasing taxes by each nation involved 
and the raising of tariffs to collect rev- 
enues. 
England will do like the rest, 
free trade country though she is, and 
despite her comparatively less war loss. 
The United States, while it will not have 
to, will increase her tariffs. 
Although 
Germany is suffering far more than any 
of the other nations, since she is fight- 
ing them all, and spending huge sums, 
will not be totally ruined by the war. 
It will, however, take her longer to re- 
cover. 


•'Naturally, after a couple of years of 
intensive 
manufacturing, 
the 
nations 
vill have caught up with their old sup- 
plies, will have replenished their deple- 
ed stocks of manufactured goods, and 
there will come then a slowing do^vn in 
industrial activity. 


"The United States is profiting, iti a 
comparative eense, by the war, but it is 
a mistake to say she is benefitted by it. 
No losses can be sustained by her be^t 
customers without her feeling this loss."

Fort Wayne Employment. 


"I spent a j'ear of my life in Fort 
Wayne as a typo on the Fort Wayne 
Cazette. 
Hon. Isaac Jenkinson was its 
publisher and editor. It was soon after 
tiie war. 
Mr. Jenkinson was an ideal 
editor—clean, honorable and courteous,* 
and, like every man in his employ, I 
greatly honored and respected him. 
By 
a rare combination of circumstances, my 
home was part of the time with the fam- 
ily of Hon.^ Charles Case, ex-congress- 
man, and with H. C. Schraeder, then a 
wholesale dealer in boots and shoes, and 
always a man of warm and tender eym- 
pathy. 
My association with these two 
families at a period when I was form- 
ing the habits of life, had much to do 
with forming my" character. 
The Case 
family were literary, and I had access 
to a fine library and the cream of cur- 
rent literature. At the Schraeder home, 
the household was much interested in 
church work and it was a good, whole- 
some, religious household. In these hom.es 
I was treated like a member of the fam- 
ily, and it is .a joy to remember that I 
('eported myself in sucli a way as to win 
their friendship and respect, although I 
had no standing other than as a printer. 
I left Mr. Jenkinson to engage in busi- 
ness for myself at Wabash and I had 
the satisfaction of knowing that only 
the fact that I was no longer to act a« a 
journeyman printer secured his consent 
to my leaving his service.

j)vess, and each employing from four to 
six compositors. 
We had a typograph- 
ical union, but 
the 
union controlled 
nothing but the price of piece work. The 
type-setting was by the thousand ems— 
thirty-five cents per thousand. Ten hours 
were a day's work, and if we cared to 
work overtime nobody objected. 
There 
were some excellent hand compositors in 
those days. The body type of the paper 
was eight point solid and there were 
several of us who made a daily string in 
seven and a half hotu-s of 10,000 ems. 
Neither of tlve papers printed to exceed 
two thousand copies, but they were nev- 
ertheless, good money makers. The edi- 
tor, city reporter, and a bookkeeper con- 
stituted the front end force. 


Under a Cloud. 


'•'I had been an apprentice in the oflice 
of the Lagrange Standard some tliree 
months when a suspicion of counterfeit- 
ing was laid against the oflice. It was 
in the early days of the war, when silver 
and gold lied into hiding, and merchants 
and others were compelled to issue shija- 
j.lasters as currency. 
The treasurer of 
the county had secured from the den of 
a broken-up gang of horse thieves and 
counterfeiters in the Tamarack swamp 
of Noble county, a quantity of linen 
fibre paper which he brought to the 
printing office to have worked up in the 
form of shin-plaster currency. 
It was 
printed in sheets about two by three 
inches in size, 'Good for 
cents, and 


redeemable by the County Treasurer.' 
A line was printed in blank under these 
words, and the treasurer 
signed his 
name to them as needed. The treasurer 
placed them \ipon his desk, and when 
change was required, filled in the drcsired 
denomination, signed them, 
and 
they 
pcssed current for their face value in 
the community. 


"One day thè treasurer, in course of 
redemption, discovered several fifty-cent 
shin-plasters which he promptly declared 
fot genes. - The officers of the county held 
a consiiltation,'suspicion fell upon 
the 
Standard office, and they started an in- 
vestigation. One evening the boss asked 
me rather 
curtly to accompany him 
down street; 
Something told me there 
was dire meaning in the request, but it 
neviir occurred to me to ask why. I was 
escorted to the old court house, bade to 
follow the boss, led tlurough the dark 
corridors of the old wooden building, and 
ushered into the treasurer's office. The 
sheriff, treasurer^ auditor, clerk and one 
or two others Svcre in the room, and the 
door was promptlv locked behind me. If 
nnybody spoke to me except the tteas« 
urir I do nót remember it. He sto<^ be- 
hind the desk, lighted by « cp^ od i ^ p , 
«pd SF«»^"«

signature,' said he, handing me two, fifty- 
cent checks. 


"If there realh' was any difference, I 
was too seared to have an intelligent 
opinion on the subject.

Scared Almost to Paralysis, 


"I was paralyzed. Had I known any- 
thing I would have been only too glad 
to have told it.

almost went out when I said 'Nothing!'

Not only wus I advised of my card play- 
ing and Sabbath breaking, but also told 
ol my visits to a neighbor's poach or- 
chard without permission of the owner, 
and much stress was laid upon my ab- 
sence from church and Simday school. 
ALso I had had a fight with a boy from 
another town—refusing 
to

Mystery Never Solved, 
"The mystery of what was called by 
the enemies of the editor of the paper, 
"the Standard currency," 
was 
never 
cleared up. I was assured later that no- 
body held mo guilty of issuing the shin- 
piasters, and there 
were two theories 
about them: (1) That they were stofen 
from the printing office in blank form, 
which was quite possible, as no more 
care was t^iken in printing them than 
in ordinary job work; and (2) that the 
blanks, which were lying about loose in 
the treasurer's office after delivery, were 
stolen by some one having access to the 
office. Another suggestion was that they 
might easily have been duplicated in any 
other printing office, but this was hardly 
considered, as the 'forgeries' presented 
for redemption represented so small a 
sum—only about twenty dollars. 


"I had no reason to believe that 
the 
Standard editor or his assistant issued 
them and it took me many years to over- 
come the indignation I felt at having 
teen put in the sweat box to secure in- 
criminating evidence against my em-

any 
breach of international 
law, whether 
advanced in defense of the sinking of 
the Lusitania or of the illegal interfer- 
ence with neutral trade as the result 
of the British blockade. A breach of 
law is simply a breach of law, and 
nothing else can be made of it. In bis 
speech in the house of lords a few days 
ago—and it was just such a spcech as 
we should have expected him to make— 
Lord Bryce said that "the plea of jiec- 
cssity had ^^ed 
to 
most 
atrocious 
crimes," and that it was indefensible, 
no matter how small the offenses for 
which it was "oiFered as a defense. Lord 
Lansdowne took much the same view. 
And even the Saturday Review foimd 
something to commend in the recent 
American note, and in the American 
attitude. 


And yot practically every argument 
addressed to this government by the 
gov'^rnment of Great Britain lias been 
based on the plea 
which we have dis- 
allowed when advanced by 
Germany. 
We repeat, what we have often said 
before, 'that one . of the great tasks of 
America is to keep as far as it can, in- 
ternational law alive during this awful 
struggle. 
After the struggle is over 
all the nations of the world will have 
to devote themselves to the work of re- 
establishing public law. Fortunate will 
it be for them if they find that at least 
the foundations are still infact. 
The 
leading men of England 
must, 
one 
would think, realize that in the next 
war their country mjiy be a nexitral, and 
as such, profoundly interested in the 
maintenance of 
tho.se great principles 
which l^resident Wilson is, under many 
diffiiculties, and in spite of many sneerff' 
endeavoring to uphold. 


The trouble with the plea of neces- 
sity, quite apart from any considera- 
tions of law, is that it may be urged 
in justification of any enormity that a 
belligerent may be guilty of.

Democratic national conventions were held the're in 
1876, in 1888, and in 1904, while on four accasions it has been the 
scene of republican national conventions. Of the twenty-eight nom- 
inating conventions held since I860 by the two parties, Chicago has 
had twelve, Baltimore five and St. Louis four. New York, Minne 
apolis, Denver, Cincinnati and Kansas City have divided the re- 
maining national convention honors. 


The selection of Postmaster Edward C. Miller as chairman of the 
committee to direct Fort Wayne's celebration of the Indiana centen- 
nial next year, appears to be in all respects an admirable one. Mr. 
l^ller is not only a tireless and very capable worker, but he possesses 
the additionally valuable faculty of being able to endow others with 
the enthusiastic spirit that is his own moving impulse.

PSOSECUTOil DUKES 
PlEilJR COIIIIICT 


Sullivan County May Says 
His Conscience Has 
Bothered Him.. 


Indianapolis^ Dec, 10.—Fred F. Bays, 
prosecuting attorney of Sullivan coimty^ 
appeared before the state board of par- 
dons yesterday in the interests of Joe 
Jones, 
who 
wont 
to 
prison 
fifteen 
montlis ago to serve a life term for mur- 
der. Bays was prosecutor in the court 
which sentenced Jones. 


"My conscience has bothered me since 
tliis man was sent to prison and now, 
with my term as prosecutor soon to ex- 
pire, I want to recommend to the gov- 
ernor and the state board of pardons 
that this man's life sentence be com- 
muted to a' manslaughter term of from 


two to twenty-one years," said Prose- 
cutor Bays. 


"With a manslaughter sentence his 
minimum term of two years would not 
expire until next September and I think 
lie should serve out such a minimum 
term, but I want to make my recom- 
mendation now while I am still in office 
£0 that my motive will not be miscon- 
strued," he continued. 
"My appearance 
before you now is wholly voluntary and 
I come at my own e-xpense. Many men 
have been sent to prison since I have 
been prosecutor, but this is the only 
case, in my opinion, in which there has 
been a miscarriage of justice.

So says Dr.. Lester Roos of the state 
department of labor, who investigate 
the death of an anthrax 
patient 
in 
Bellevue hospital. 


"There is little danger of the spread 
of this disease, for It is practically not 
communicable from one person to an- 
other," Roos said, "but there is a grave 


peril in cases where slight 
cuts 
or 
breaks in the skin are brought into 
contact with animal furs that 
have 
been infected with anthrax. 


"Many common housecats are being 
used to make cheap furs nowadays, and 
the greatly increased demand for the 
trimmings of women's boots and gowns 
has, I fear, caused considerable care- 
lessness in the preparation of them. 
Fifty per cent, of the cheaper furs 
have been made from catskins. 


"There is no danger of anthrax from 
better furs," Roos says.

War College Believes Mobile 
Army of 1,500,000 . 
Men Needed. 


Washington, Dec. 10—Secretary Garri- 
son made public 
today in connection 
with his annual report, the special na- 
tional defense report, prepared at his 
request by the War College division of 
the general staff. 
It shows that the 
army itself considers that as a proper 
military policy to secure continental 
United States from attack, it is neces- 
sary to have a mobile army of 1,500,000 
fully or partially trained men. It makes 
the following specific recommendations 
for the organization it believes neces- 
sary:

Hopewell, Va., Dec. 10.—The 
town 
of Hopewell, 6wept by fire yesterday 
and 
last 
night, was altnost as bare 
today as the cornfield in which its first 
buildings were put up a year ago. Four 
hundred houses, most of them 
wood, 
constructed in feverish haste to care 
for the influx of people brought here by 
activities at the Du Pont 
explosives 
plant were licked up by the flames. In 
the main part of the town of twenty- 
five thousand persons hardly a building 
remained though tho great 
explosives 
plant nearby and company villages at 
eithCT end of the town 
escaped un- 
damkged. 
The loss is put at $1,000,- 
000. 


Thousand« of refugees who through- 
out the afternoon had stood 
helpless 
as their homes and places of business 
burned were housed during the night in 
P e t e r s ^ r g and Richmond. 
Many of 
those who saved their household goods 
stood guard over their effects with re- 
peating 
rifles 
all night. 
Militiamen 
from Richmond and special guards from 
Inside the Du Pont 
plant helped the 
Hopewell police force to keep 
order. 
Although many were injured, only one 
death was reported. 
A negro, caught 
looting, was said to have been strung 
up to a tree at the edge of town. 


The 
fire 
started in 
a 
restaurant 
when an oil stove toppled from a box- 
in the kitchen. 
A hotel caught 
next 
and soon the flames, driven by a stiff 
wind were eating tlieir way through 
banks, stores, hotels and dwellings. Tho 
only church in the town was one of the 
first buildings to burn. 
An eleven-year- 
old boy was the hero of the fire. Twipf- 
he rusived into a building and each timo 
re-appeared with a baby in his arms. 
The explosives plants 
which day and 
night a t top speed are turning oiit war 
munitions for the allies, ceased opera- 
tions only long enough to make sure 
none'of its buildings would bum. 
Ova- 
when the fire got close, all hands wore 
turned out to pour water on the build- 
ings, but a shift of the wind turned the 
flames 
in another 
direction 
and. tlie 
plant started up again. 


There was little insurance, it was 
said on the buildings which were jam- 
med together—^wood and brick—in 
a 
space covering about 60 acres. 
The es- 
timate of $1,000,000 loss is a conser- 
vative one, it was said.

Will the end of the European war 
see the Slavic nations united into one 
kingdom powerful enough to shake 
off the yoke of the oppressor Austria, 
or will it find them more than ever 
In the hands of their oppressore? 


Servia, Crotia, Carniola, Herzego- 
vina, Montenegro and the various 
other races that form what is known 
as Jugo-slavia are in hopes that tiiey 
will come out of the Conflict Iree 
from Austrian and Italian dictation 
and that the reorganization of ihe 
old world 
will find them again in 
possession of their 
freedom in a 
United Kingdom that will be strong 
enough to uphold .its rights. 


Serbs, 
Croats and 
Slavenians, 
known under the collective name of 
Jugo-slavs, are one and the same na- 
tion, speaking the same 
languages, 
but under Austrian rule broken np 
Into Servia and Montenegro and nu- 
merous other provinces in the south- 
eastern 
part of Austria-Hungary; 
the trune kingdom of Croatia-Sla- 
yonia-Dalmatia, 
the provinces of 
Bosnia-Herzegovina and Carniola; 
greater portions of the provinces of 
Istria, Trieste, Gorizia-Gradisca, Ca- 
rinthia and Styria and finally the 
Jungoslav zone of Hungary proper. 


The Southern Slav patriot has said 
that no greater misfortune has be- 
fallen the Soutliern Slavs than to 
pass under dominion of civilized Au- 
stria. 
Had they 
been 
obliged to 
share the fate of their brothers, the 
Serbs and the Bulgarians, 
they 
would certainly have tasted all the 
misery of the Turkish yoke, but to- 
day they would be free, as an inde- 
pendent state with a right to their 
own national an intellectual devel- 
- opment. The one thing Turkey has 
left untuoched in the Serbs and the 
Bulgars—the heart of the people— 
is the very thing that Austria has 
sought to destroy in her Southern 
Slav subjects. Turkish captivity has 
steeled the hearts of the Slavs she 
Dpprcssed, but Austrian captivity has 
cankered them and made them effete. 
IHE PESSOnSTS' 
TIEW. 
' In many respects this pessimistlo 
view is justified. The struggle of the 
Southern Slavs for national life has 
passed through many 
phases, and 
has exhausted itself in many more. 
The Croats have elected, after the 
extinction of their 
royal family in 
1102, the King Koloman of Hungary 
for their own. After 
the passing 
away of the house of Arpad, they 
elected independently of Hungary, 
Ferdinand I of Habsburg as their 
ruler (in 1527). By their own free 
will they adopted the Tragmaliral 
Sanction of 1712, by which they np- 
proved 
the accession 
of female, 
where there was no malo, as heir io 
the throne. For centuries the Ro'.'ih- 
ern Slavs stood under the protection 
of "Heaven militant," and his motto 
was, "For Faith and Freedom." r>iir- 
ing thè time of Turkish 
power the 
Croat has acquired a noble name, 
"Ante-murale 
Christianitatis" (out- 
works of Christianity), for his cou- 
rageous watching over the prosper- 
ity of Christianity and the culture of 
Europe. 
# 


As a distinctly autonomous state, 
Crotia dealt with Austria and with 
Himgary on the principle of equal- 
ity, and she was recognized as such 
so long as she was needed for their 
defense. 


The whole south of the dual mon- 
archy is inhabited by Slavs. The 
kingdoms of Croatia, 
Slavonia and 
Dalmatia, with the Duchy of Carni- 
ola> Istria and Bosnia-Herzegovina 
—these comprising a population of 
over 7,000,000—belong almost exclu- 
sively to' one race. 
Whereas in all 
other countries of the monarchy the 
different races are represented in 
varying 
percentages, the non-Slav 
population in Crotia, Slavonia, Bos- 
nia and Herzegovina 
amounts only 
to about 
per cent in Carnio- 
la and Istria to 4 per cent, an^ in 
Dalmatia 
only to 2 per cent, i'he 
considerable number of Croats and 
Slovenes (t50,0000) living in South- 
ern Hungary must be added to the 
above mentioned 7,000,000. 
BROTHERS 
OF THE SERBS. 


Ethnologically speaking, the in- 
habitants of all these countries form 
cne people, and are a brother na- 
tion to the Serbs in the Kingdoms 
of 
Servia and Montenegro. Their 
inguage, 
customs, 
historical past 
"achievements in art, eicence and lit- 
erature are identical. 
The sole dif- 
ference 
between them is that the 
Croata and Slovenes are Catholics, 
. while part of the inhabitants^f Bos- 
nia-Herzegovina are Mahammedans. 
Those confessing the Serbo-Ortho- 
dox faith 
also own to the national 
name and call 
themselves Serbs, 
This compact and homogeneous na-. 
tional bod^r would certainly have be- 
come a most important factor in the. 
nonarchy had they not been cut in

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two by administrative policy. 
Here, 
as elsewhere throughout all her do- 
minions, 
Austria has applied her 
principle of dividing and dismember- 
ing, and the Southern Slav provinces 
were shared between two spheres of 
power. Croatia and 
Slavonia wera 
allotted to the Hungarian; Carniola, 
Dalmatia and Istria to the Austrian 
sphere, and a mixed 
Austrian and 
Hungarian 
administration 
was in- 
troduced in Bosnia and Herzegovina. 
This system made a unanimous po- 
litical rally of the Southern Slafs 
quite impossible, and provided Ger- 
man and Magyar propaganda with a 
manageable field of operations. In 
both spheres 
unremitting 
efforts 
were devoted to the task of eliminat- 
ing the Southern 
Slav 
element, 
stifling Slav thought, and transform- 
ing the Slavs into slaves. 


CONSIDERATION 
EOR HUNGARY. 


But the Southern Slav is endowed 
with 
unusual 
tenacity; 
the most 
zealous efforts on the part of the 
government were frustrated by bis 
dogged resistance, and they merely 
defeated their own ends. German 
"kultur" and Magyar lack of culture 
were held in equal abomination by 
the Slav nations, upon whom they 
were to be inflicted, and the ruthless 
spoiliation to which they were like- 
wise subjected engendered a deep- 
seated 
animosity. 
The Northern 
Slavs, who possess 
more practical 
^business capacity than the Southern, 
did not allow themselves to be eco- 
nomically strangled, and even con- 
trived to hold their own in this re- 
spect; whereas, the'Southern Slavs, 
being mainly an agricultural people, 
found themselves tl\e helpless vic- 
tims of Austrian and Hungarian, ra- 
pacity. 
Dalmatia, one of the love- 
liest spots in Europe, has for the 
last century known no privilege ex- 


cept that of paying taxes, and Au- 
stria's mal-administration of that 
country has become proverbial. 


Croatia and Slavonia fare 
little 
better. They have to pay 56 per cent 
of their revenues to Hungary. 
This 
tax figures under the head of "con- 
tributiohs to mutual 
Interests," 
chiefly represented by the railways 
and the postal system. The net an- 
nual income from these two •ooroes 
amount to 250,000,000 ^ crowns, but 
of this Croatia never receives a pen- 
ny! 
The net profit all goes to Hun- 
gary, who brazenly employs it as a 
subvention to the Magyar propagan- 
da in Croatia. The condltioti of Car- 
niola and Istria is almost as deplor- 
able as that of Dalmatia. and In Bos- 
nia and Herzegovina 
the Austra- 
Hungarian Government has .for thir- 
ty-five years built villages "after the 
pattern of Potehkin,", for the edifi- 
cation of foreign Journalists, while 
the people have been left; to starve, 
or sink into poverty and ignorance. 


The 
numerous 
foreign 
tourists 
who liave traveled in these beautiful 
countries hi^Ve seen nothing of Aus- 
tria's "work of civilization," as they 
are kept to the beat«n tracks spe- 
cially prepared for them, and they 
only see the country like a carefully 
staged panorama on the films of the 
Imperial and Royal 
Picture Show! 


THE POLITICAL 
HORIZON. 


It is much easier. io umierstaiid 
why the political horizon in the 
southern corner of Europe iitftiways 
clouded if one li given 4 cl^rer 
view of the chartered fiütitsV as X)p- 
posed to the actual position held by 
thé 
Soiithem 
Slats 
in the mon- 
archy; but this view is not usually 
obtained thrc»figh tlilB pfflcial chan- 
nels of Vienna ao4 Bv^i^ Pest. Ac- 
cording to t f a ^ . i H ancient char- 
ters of libftHy i^e so many "scraps ; 


of paper," and the actual law merely 
the right of the strongest. The Haps- 
burgs did not come as victors 
with 
the rights of conqueror to the South-' 
ern 
Slav provinces. They became 
rulers of these countries in virtue of 
voluntary treaties, and they them- 
selves issued manifestos and bulls, 
in which the integrity and indepen- 
dence of the Southern Slav countries 
are incontestably guaranteed. Cen- 
turies ago, while the Hapsburg 
dynasty was endangered by constant 
wars, and especially 
during the 
Turkish invasion, 
these guaranties 
were faithfully observed. But with 
the altered conditions of affairs the 
Southern Slavs had to wage a bitter 
struggle for their rights. 


The history of ^hese 
provinces 
during the past generation is one of 
neglect and misgovernment. 
Croa- 
tia has been exploited by the Mag- 
yars, and'the narrow interests of 
Buda Pest have prevented railway 
development and hdmpered local in- 
dustries 
by skillfnl 
manipulation 
of tariffs and taxation. A further re- 
sult is that even today Dalmatia has' 
no railway connection with the lest 
of Europe, and those of Bosnia are 
artificially directed' 
towards Buda 
Pest, rather than towards Za^el. Vi- 
enna and Western Europe.

The national problem 
which the 
Congress of Vienna 
bequeathed to 
posterity may ba seen at a glance ^ 
by looking at a political map of Eu- 
rope in 1815. Tbe entire center of 
the Continent from 
Ostend to Pa- 
lermo, and from Königsberg to Con- 
stantinople, WM left a 
political 
chaos. 
There were, roughly speak- 
ing, 
ten great 
nationalities—the 
Germans, the Italians, the Belgians. 
tl|e Poles, the Bohemians, the Hun- 
garians. the Southern 
Slavs, the

Roumanians, 
the Bulgarians and 
the Greeks—all left with national 
aspirations unsatisfied, all hampered

Can we wonder that 
there have been wars in the nine- 
teenth century? 
Therefore,/^ having 
tailed to get their 
independence 
through settlement by conference, 
they used the alternative to it, and 
that is Vblood and iron." and it is 
with "blood and iron" that nfipirly 
every nationality, which has attained 
nationhood in the last century.^:haB 
ceme|ited the structure in its» state. 


Belgium and Greece werç tjbe first 
ones to rise and secure their present 
liberties. Then came 1848, the won- 
derful year of modern history. In a 
course o^a few weeks the establish- 
ed order seemed everywhere to be 
crumbling to pieces. The Chehs, the 
Magyars, this Germans, the Italians 
rose against the paralyzing encum- 
brance of the Hapsburg autocracy. 


And th^'seed of . l8|l^ secure^ the 
formation of United 
Italy in the 
form of a constitutional monarchy. 
In 1871, a federal government was 
established in Germany. The Hun- 
garian portion of the Austrian do- 
minion achieved national reeogattion 
and institutions^ Roumania and Ser- 
via were declared sovereign powers 
indepeûdimt 
of Turkey ; 
Bulgaria 
achieved^ a recognition as a prino^,- 
pality. Add Montenegro beeamo a 


recognized state. Norway became an 
independent 
constitutional 
mon^ 
archy, and at last, the Balkan war 
brought the accession to the Balkan 
States of a new, territory. 
CAUSE OF 
BRUTALITY. 


Inability x>f the government to get 
the majority of the representatives 
. for their unconstitutional ruling was 
a cause for the policy of brutal im- 
perialism then 
inaugurated which 
remained in force to this day. From 
1883 to 1903 Count Carl Kbuen He- 
dervary was Ban of Croatia, and the 
twenty years of his administration 
have been the blackest period as re- 
gards political, economic and per- 
sonal thraldom. 


Countless Magyar schools were 
scattered throughout the country to 
promote the denationalization of the 
people; espionage #nd secret police 
flourished as in Darkest Russia. The 
Archives of the state with the con- 
stitutional charters of Croatia. SFa- 
vonia and Dalmatia were incorporat- 
ed with the state archives in Buda 
Pest,* and. 
last but not least, the 
agreeritent itself was falsified by the 
pasting of a slip of paper Over the 
specification of Flume as a. "corpus 
separatum adnexae rey/' converting 
it int9 
a "corpus 
separatum ad- 
,nexae Hungariamt" whereby t n s im- 
portant Croatian seaport became «in- 
clusively .Hungarian property, Twen- 
ty years' martyrdom of Oroatia un- 


der his administration had not en- 
ervated the nation; on the contrary, 
they grew strong through adversity; 
and steadfastly 
went 
forward to- 
wards 
their 
goal. 
Khuen-Heder- 
vary's 
bribery, 
intimidation, ever- 
lasting trials for high treason, pris- 
on and the gallows, all these had 
only incited them to further resist- 
ance. ' 


In 1903, the whole country rose in 
rebellion as one man, and Khutn- 
Hedervary's 
power 
was broken. 
Even he had to adoUt that his twen- 
ty years' rule of ruthless oppression 
had merely defeated its own object 
(denationalization of Croats), that ii 
had united the people whom he had 
sought to weaken and strengthened 
that which he had hoped to destrc^. 


In the following ten years six ad< 
ministrative heads were change4 
•some of them reigning for only two 
months. The popular rising of 1901 
opened new channels for the nation« 
al struggle; it was also the prelude 
to the hardest and bitterest time that 
the doiithern Slavs 
have yet'.been 
called upon to face. Two years lat- 
er in the election of 1905 the oppo« 
sition parties won a brilliiant vlctQrJ^ 
Not one government candidate wai' 
returned.. The ««uiaaa.of these pais 
liamehts was vet? short because thil^ 
deputies refused to pass such gov* 
ernment 
bills which were agaiiiid 
the interest of the people» attd thert 
al-e Tery, very few for the people.

Stockholder and Superin- 
tendent Makes Ugly 
Charges. 


On complaint èf 
Harlan 
Asbury. 
a 
stockholder, the superior court on Fri- 
day, appointed Henry Brannins, jr., re- 
cesiver for the Fort Wayne Home Build- 
ers' company, a local corporation with 
$10,000 capital stock. 
The complaint is 
sensational in some respects. The plain- 
tiff, who with his petition for a receiver 
filed a suit tp collect $1,000 on account, 
says there have been issued and sold but 
twenty-nine of the 100 certificates of 
stock at $100 each and that of these he 
owns three. The only assets of the con-, 
cern, he says, are a few office fixtures, 
blank books, stationary ana moneys due 
Or received for the sale of lots and erec- 
tion of buildings. 
He sets out tliat in 
April, 1914, he entered into a contract 
with the company to become its super- 
intendent of building and repairs and to 
buy lots and build on them, which con- 
tract he has fulfilled. It is charged that 
the company is insolvent and that it can- 
not purchase materials to carry on its 
operations. 
The plaintiff further charges 
that it has been the practice fOr the sec- 
letary to issue checks in blank to the 
president, who wo'uld fill them out and 
sign them, and .according to his belief, 
had improperly used such checks to pay 
improper debt?. 
He saj's that Saturday 
Dèe. 4, he was told by the president that 
the company was insolvent and had in- 
sufficient money to meet Its checks out- 
standing and that on Dec. 7, v.hen be' 
esked the president for a verified state- 
ment was told that the company could 
meet its checks; that he should "go to 


"and if he wanted to go into court 


to go; he "was fixed and his skirts were 
clean." 
It is alleged that the president 
and treasurer run things to s'liit them- 
selves and pay no attention to the board 
of directors, and he fears that if not in- 
terfered with they will pay certain credit- 
ors by way of preference. He also alleges 
that an automobile turned over to him by 
the company in payment of money due 
him was taken from a garage by the 
president, since wliieh time he has seen 
nothing of it. The debts of the company 
are alleged to be .$5.000. Receiver Bran- 
nan. who is chief deputy in the office 
of Sheriff A. C. Gladieux, appeared in 
court and qualified and filed bond of $10,- 
000. Kmrifk & Emrick are attorneys for 
the plaintiff.

RECORD FOR EXPORTS. 


U. S. Shipments to Other Countries Last 
Week Totaled $90,541,000. 


Washington, Dec. 10.—A new high 
record for the exports of the country 
wag set during the last week, according 
to a statement issued by the depart- 
ment of commerce. 
During the week 
they 
totaled 
more 
than 
$90,641,000, 
whicli is the highest figure yet reached, 
by the exports of the United States. 
They exceeded the exports for the week 
ended November 20 by more than $2..- 
544,000, and exceeded the exports of the 
week ended November 27 by more than 
916,241,000. 


The excess of exports commonly called 
the favorable trade balance, amounted to 
$64,$26,000, an increase over the previ' 
ous week df more than $12;564;000.. The 


less than the trade balance of the week 
ended November 20 by about $3,658,000. 
This was due to the increase in imports. 


The imports for the last week totaled 
$35,614,900, which was an increase over 
the previous week of more Ihan $2,677,- 
000. 
The duties collected amounted to 
$3,974,900, an increase over the previous 
week of more than $632,900.

FACE COMPUISORY 


If Continental Army Plan 
Fails, Says Secretary 
G-arrison. 


Washington, Dec. 10.—Secretary Gar- 
rison declares in his annual report to 
the president, made public last night, 
that if the administration plan for a 
continental 
army 
fails, 
the 
United 
States will face some form of compul 
sory military service. 


In what many 
men in official life 
characterize as the most remarkable re- 
port ever made by a secretary of war, 
Mr. Garrison passes quickly over the 
v/idespread routine activities of the war 
department, and devotes practically all 
his words to the subject of military pre- 
paredness, the need of which he sums up 
by saying: 


"So long^ as right and wrong exist in 
the world there will be an inevitable con- 
flict between 
them. 
The right doers 
must be prepared to protect and defend 
the right as against the wrong." 


Unsparing in his arguments in answer 
to those who would have no increase in 
the 
country's 
military 
preparedness, 
Secretary Garrison declares that 
the 
American people must 
view their re- 
sponsibilities and measure up to them 
and then goes on to take up the various 
arguments of the opposition separately. 


"There are some who do not feel free 
to base their conduct upon a considera- 
tion of facts or conclusions of reason, 
because of their interpretation of Divine 
injunction," he says. 
"They do not be- 
lieve in resistance to physical force; and 
those whose consciences are so convinced 
surrender life and all that they cherish 
and love at the behest of the aggressor. 
This attitude concerns the individual, 
and hi malone. It cannot be made 
the 
general rule of condwt under our form 
of government witliout departing from 
the basis upon whicli our government is 
founded. One is impelled to query upon 
what proper consideration there is based 
any distinction between the right or ne- 
cessity or desirability or using mental 
force to repel error, moral force to repel 
evil, and physical force to repel wrong. 
It would seem, if reason were applied, 
that in each instanee the situation ia 
idcntie«!; ind tfcst U we ^o^ld j?rc»- 


erly prepare our minds to be strong so 
lhat we can reject error, and our moral 
characters to bo strong so that we can 
reject evil, we should likewise make our 
physical forco strong in order that wo 
may maintain the right as again-st those 
who would physically impose the wrong 
upon us.

Port of New York Smashes 
All Previous Records 
in November. 


New York, Dec. 10.—E.xports from the 
port of New York during tlie month of 
November 
exceeded 
$180,000,000, 
the 
largest amount in the history of the 
port of New York, according to esti- 
mates today by the customs officials. 
Not only was the total volume of goods 
shipped from here a record, but fchu 
classes which made up the amount weie 
more diversified than usual, it was said. 
For this reason the work of compiling 
the figures has been unusually slow and 
the exact amounts will not be known ior 
several days. 
Food stuffs and explo- 
sives formed a considerable portion oit 
the November exports, with iron and 
steel bars and fabricated iron and steel 
also reaching a large total. 
Smokeless 
powder formed the major portion of the 
explosive class. 
In the same class wero 
heavy shipments of trinitro-tuluol, cor- 
dite and gun cotton. 


Wheat will probably lead the exports 
of food 
stuffs, 
although 
the records 
show a long list of raw and manufnt- 
tured products in this class. Cotton r.nd 
copper were 
shipped 
in considerable 
volume, as were cartridges, empty shells, 
automobiles and parts, aeroplanes and 
parts and various types of fire arms. 
The purchases, it 
was believed, were 


almost equally divided between Eugluad 
and France.

A contemporary of Isaiah and Amos, 
Hosea continued to prophesy 
after 
the 
first 
captivity of the 
northern 
kingdom. 
His style is abrupt and fig- 
urative. 
Israel la Jehovah's adulter- 
ous wife, repudiated, but finally to be 
purified and restored. 
This lesson is 
a part of the second section of the 
book (4:1-18:8), which is a descrip- 
tion of the sinful people. 


I. "The 
Perve.'-se Child," vv. 1-7. 
The "remnant" (ch. 6:1-3) had cried 
out for relief. 
(See Isa. 1:9; 
Rom. 
2:5). 
Jehovah's reply (begins 6:4) Is 
a severe arraignment of Israel's back- 
pllding as contrasted with his grace. 
To understand this lesson read the 
entire book repeatedly. 
In verse 1 of 
the lesson Jehovah recalls to the na- 
tion the days of its childhood. 
Be- 
cause of his great love (Deut. 7:7) 
he called the*i out of Egypt, the land 
of bondage, into Canaan, the land of 
blessing and liberty. Yet Israel sensed 
not Its duty nor its obligation of grati- 
tude. 
We are living under a greater 
obligation because ot the greater re- 
demption God has provided for us In 
the person of his Son. God here calls 
Israel "my son" (Ex. 4:22); we have 
the right to call ourselves sons (John 
1:12; I; John 3:1-2). 
Matthew's gos- 
pel applies these words to him who 
alone was fully and In the true sense 
God's son. 
Jesus is the summary of 
the whole nation in that he alone fulljr 
realized God's purpose in Israel (Mati^ 
2:15). 


As contrasted with what a son lu 
or should be verse 2 gives a pictures 
of Israel's wandering. 
The whole his- 
tory of the nation is one of going after 
false gods. 
(I. Sam: 8:7-9 and many 
other references.) 
In those childhood 
days (v. 3) Jehovah taught them hciw 
to walk, and healed their hurts, "bat 
they knew not"—God, as a tender lea- 
ther, had watched over, taught, giiid- 
ed and healed (Ex. 19:14; Isa. 46 8; 
63:9). 
Even so, in this present fcge 
God is a God of mercy and long suf- 
fering (Rom. 2:4), yet the mass of 
men "know not" what God is doing 
for them. 
In verse 4 the child 'iias 
grown older and as mothers 
oiten 
tether a child lest it run away, so Je- 
hovah endeavors to draw Israel to 
him with "cords of love." 
His Cord 
of love now is the mighty pow^r of 
Calvary (John 12:32). 
Jehovah not 
only drew but even sought to iintlce, 
for he "laid meat unto them"—Jesus 
v/ill deliver us, for he bore ouf yoke 
(Matt. 11:28-30) and is for f s 
the 
Bread of Life (John 6:35, 58). 
Love 
does not mean that the 
backslider 
shall be free from punishment 
"Be- 
cause they refused to return 
, 
. 
. 
the sword shall abide" (v. 5-6 and Heb. 
12:6). 
Even so God did not permit 
them to go back to Egyptian bond- 
age (v. 5). Israel was " bent to back- 
sliding." 
In spite of the constant call 
to worship and serve him none "would 
exalt him."

cloud of gloom which hung over the 
nation as it drew closer to its doom, 
because the people refused to repent. 


Amos delivered his warning and re- 
turned to Judah. 


Hosea was a part of the nation 
which emphasizes such verses of his 
prophecy as the following: 
6:1, 4:6, 
11:4, 11:6, 6:4, 6:6, 2:15 and 10:12. 
which sound the message of hope like 
bulletins from the battle's front. 


Verse 9 is the final summary for 
Israel and for us as well.

Three Battalions Dead on 
Mountain Side After 
Campana Attack. 


El Paso, Dec. 10.—A detailed account 
of the campaign in Sonora of Gen. Fran- 
cisco Villa in which he suiTcrcd serious 
leverscB was , given hero today by an 
tlJicer whose name is withheld but who 
li^ kno^m to haTe been with Gen. Villa 


United States. The oliicer declared that 
Villa lost 2,000 killed on the first day of 
the battle at Agua Prieta and at the 
battle of Campana mountain near Her- 
mosillo his losses in killed were three 
lattalions. 


"When we started from Juarez toward 
Sonora the column was composed of 11,- 
000 men with forty heavy guns and »cv- 
cral 
machine guns," the officer said. 
"Gen. Villa announced his intention of 
attacking Agua Prieta. 
Gen. Alberto 
Carranza advised Villa to pass Agua 
Prieta, detaching a small cavalry force 
to draw Gen. Calles into the open, and 
to proceed to the vicinity of Hermosillo. 
Hermosillo was defended by only 3,000 
men under Gen. Dieguez. Villa declared 
ho was tired of being 'taught' by every- 
body and . ordered the «ttack on Agua 
Prieta. The first day of the attack the 
Villa infantry WM repulsed with 2.000 


out 
greatly 
damaging 
the 
Carranza 
forces. 


"Villa with 3,000 men wont to Nogalos, 
fiom Nogales to Hermosillo and was 
joined by Urbalejo with 500 Yaqui In- 
dians. 


"Dieguez, Carranza cominaiuler of Her- 
mosillo, had entrenched in the heights 
surrounding the villiige of Seris in the 
soutliern part of Hermosillo just across 
the Sonora river and on the Campana 
mountain commanding the Hermosillo 
valley. 


"Villa approached from the north, dis- 
tributing his army about on «n open 
plain. 


"Tlie battle began at dawn. Villa or- 
dered Gen. Jose Heron Gonzales, chief of 
the Villa infantry, to charge Campana 
mountain and take it before sunset. Gon- 
zales said bis men were tired and Iiuji< 
and w«iit«d to 
wait 
until dark. 


Gen. Manual Mediuavi and his 3,000 
cavalry were duo to arrive and would 
reinforce the infantry. 


"Gonzales chargc<l, the reinforcements 
did not arrive and Gen. Gonzales came 
back with forty nien. Three battalions 
lay dead on the mountain sides \mder 
Carranza machine gim fire. 


"Gonzales then retreated to an orange 
grove where he was killed by a Carranza 
volley.

Not All of London Gives 


Applause to the New 


Regulations. 


London, Dec. 2.—(Correspondence 
of 
The Associated Press).—The new drink- 
regulations making it iniJawful to buy 
or sell any intoxicant at any licensed 
premise or in clubs except between tlie 
hours of noon and 2:30 and 6:30 and 9 
in the evening, and on Sundays between 
the hours 1 and 3 and between 6 and 9, 
have led to an outburst of criticism. 


From an American point of view, the 
drinking habits of all classes are strik- 
ingly general here; indeed one of the 
leaders of the British cabinet told 
an 
AEsociated 
Press 
representative 
this 
week that the consumption of alcoholic 
beverages here is more than double what 
it is in the Unitca States and that the 
efforts to reduce the drinking by short- 
ening the hours of sale in munition cen- 
ters have as yet resulted in a reduction 
of less than 15 per cent, in the amount 
consumeij in these areas. But there has

House in 15 Minutes" is the title of an 
article that has attracted wide attention 
in calling notice to the general drinking 
among lower class women in London.

counted that number of women go into 
a saloon in a quarter of an hour in one 
oi the poorer sections of London.

"I don't suppose it continues all day 
at this rate, ljut from many inquiries 1 
karn that during nwrning and after- 
noon large numbers of women pass their 
time in these places, and one man who 
is an alderman in a well known district 
told me he had never 
seen so much 
drinking in 30 years as since the war 
began." 


Tlie reason given for this increase is 
the amount of money that the war lias 
brought to women whose husbands are 
drawing separation allowances and to 
vhom opportunities for labor have never 
been so plentiful.

I'he Associated Pre«).—Coal is $40 a 
ton in Italy, and continues to soar. 
It 
went up $10 a ton in one week. This hac 
become a serious, and might become 
a 
decisive, 
war 
factor, 
so 
far 
as 
Italy is concerned, for coal is the fun- 
damental 
element of Italian 
industry 
and 
cemmerce, |noving the 
railways, 
running the factories, and keeping up 
such public utilities as electric light and 
power plants, gas and water works, 
street railways and tramcars, as well as 
for household heating and cooking, not 
only in Rome, but aU over Italy. 


Such a phenomenal rise in the price of 
coal has never before been known. 
To 
Italy the shortage is serious chiefly be- 
cause Italy possesses no coal mines of 
her own at home or in the African colon- 
ies, so there is no outlook for getting a 
supply except from abroad, ,and the for- 
eign supply is ia th« hands of the enemy 
or t a x ^ to its iftinosii capacity far ;itf 
own need«.

This means of course, that poor people 
can no longer buy coal and can no longer 
iceep warm, except as the mild Italian 
climate may help them. But the climate 
does not help the railways and factories, 
and industrial Italy is the worst sufferer 
from coal shortage and excessive price. 
There has even been talk, since Italy is 
not at Avar with Germany, of getting 
ccal from Germany, and for the possible 
exchange of somie articles 
of 
mutual 
need. 
Importing coal from Japan is 
also being considered, but the transpor- 
tation cost is so great that Japanese 
coal would probably not bring the price 
dcwn much in Italy. 
Wood as a sub- 
stitute is out of the question, for Italy's 
tree and timber supply is practically ex- 
hausted, and even bunches of twigs and 
fsggotb have become a luxury at high 
price.

liquor for sale is prohibited.

As to civil liability, the law provides 


that any person injured or wlidae prop- 
erty or means of support has suffered 
at the hands of an intoxicated person 
shall have right of action against any 
person of firm that illegally famished 
the HquoT.

SAYS EUROPE WILL 


NOTHKRUPT 


Can Weather the Financial 


Storm, Says French 


Economist. 


Paris, Dec. 2.—(Correspondence of 


The Associated Press).—The answer of 
Paul Leroy Bcaulicu, the French econo- 
mist, to the question ''Will Europe be 
plunged into bankruptcy because of the 
war?", is "No, not-even Germany." 


Concerning the result of the present 


enormous spendiug of money by all tho 
notions and the conditions following the 
war, ho forecasts the end of the War a 
year hence and after its end a remark- 
able industrial activity with an inter- 
national commercial rivalry leading to 
high tariffs in all the nations now at 
war, including free-trade England* and 
yet higher tariffs in the United States. 


He said: "While such a situation has 


iiever before presented itself in history, 
and while therefore, all opinions must 
l:c given with some reserve, I am con- 
fident that no fear need be felt for a 
universal collapse of world finances. The 
destruction in this war, save possibly in 
the lives lost, has been exaggerated in 
the public mind. Not a single nation 
involved will be irretrievably ruined. 
The enduring power of accumulated 
health has been underestimated. It will 
take not more than ten or twelve years 
for the world to recover from its losses. 


"I estimate that the war will have 


come to a close by next autumrt. Then 
there will set in a period of manufac- 
turing activity the like of whien we 
have never known. This period ha-i been 
made necessary by the physical damage 
done, by the diversion to war supplies 
of factories once engaged in makinc 


cloth, and what not. During this recon- 
struction period we will work hardci 
tban formerly. There will not be tho 
stagnation which paralyzed the southern 
states after the civil war. 


"Another result of the war will be the 


increasing taxes by each nation involved 
and the raising of tariffs to collect rev- 
enues. 
England will do like the rest, 


free trade country though she is, and 
despite her comparatively less war loss. 
The United States, while it will not have 
to, will increase her tariffs. Although 
Germany is suffering far more than any 
of the other nations, since she is fight- 
ing them all, and* spending htigc sums, 
will not be totally ruined by the war. 
It will, however, take her longer to re- 
cover. 


"Naturally, after a couple of years of 


intensive manufacturing, the nations 
T/ill h»ve caught up with their old sup- 
plies, will have replenished their deple- 
ed stocks of manufactured goods, and 
there will comS then a slowing down in 
industrial activity. 


"The United States is profiting, in a 


comparative sense, by the war, but it is 
a mistake to say she is bencfittcd by it. 
No losses can be sustained by her "best 
customers without her feeling this loss."

Fort Wayne Employment. 


. "I spent a year of my life in Fort 
Wayne as a typo on the Fort Wayne 
Gazette. Hon. Isaac Jpnkinson was its 
-ublisher and editor. Jt was soon after 
the war. 
Mr. Jcnkinson was nn ideal 


editor—clean, honorable and courteous, 
and, like every man in his employ, I 
greatly honored and respected him. By 
a rare combination of circumstances, my 
liomc was part of the time with the fam- 
ily of Hon. Charles Case, cx-congress- 
nian, and with H. C. Schracder, then ft 
wholesale dealer in boots and shoes, and 
always a man of warm and tender sym- 
pathy. My association with these two 
families at a period when I was form- 
ing the habits of life, had much to do 
with forming my character. The Case 
family were literary, and I had access 
to a fine library and the cream of cur- 
rent literature. At the Schraedcr home, 
the household was much interested in 
church work and it was a good, whole- 
some, religious household. In these homes 
1 was treated like a member of the fam- 
ily, and it is a joy to remember that I 
deported myself in such a way as to win 
their friendship and respect, although I 
had no standing other than as a printer. 
I left Mr. Jcnkinson to engage in busi- 
ness for myself at Waba»h and I had 
the satisfaction of knowing that only 
the fact that T was no longer to act as a 
journeyman printer secured his consent 
to mv" leaving his service. Fort Wayne 
was then a city of 12,000 or 15,000 in- 
habitants.

PROSECUTOR MAXES 


PLEAji CONVICT 


Sullivan County May Says 


His Conscience Has 


Bothered Him. 


Indianapolis, Dee. 10.—Fred F. Bays, 


prosecuting attorney of Sullivan county; 
appeared before the state board of par- 
dons yesterday in the interests of Joe 
Jones, who went 
to prison fifteen 


months ago to serve a life term for mur- 
der. Bays was prosecutor in the court 
which sentenced Jones. 


"Mv conscience has bothered me since 


this man was sent to prison and now, 
with my term as prosecutor soon to ex- 
pire, I want to recommend to the gov- 
ernor and the state board of pardons 
that this man's life sentence be com- 
muted to a manslaxighter term of from 


two to twenty-one years," said Prose- 
cutor Hays. 


"With a manslaughter sentence his 


minimum term of two years would not 
.expire until next September and I think 
he should serve out such a minimum 
term, but I want to make my recom- 
mendation now while I am still in office 
to that my motivo will not be miscon- 
strued," ho continued, "My appearance 
before you now is wholly voluntary and 
I come at my own expense. Many men 
have been sent to prison nine* I have 
been prosecutor, but this i* the only 
case, in my opinion, in which there na» 
been a miscarriage of justice. The life 
terra sentence in this instance U too 
severe." 


Mr. Bay* recited the facti in connec- 


tion with the ca«e, showing that Jones, 
who was a miner at Hymara, Ind., shot 
and killed a man named Andrew* after 
Andrews had attacked him with a heavy 
iron poker. Bays expressed the belief 
that Jones fired in atlf-defense and un- 
der great provocation. 
He said that a 


jury, considering th« evidence, probably 
would have found Jonea guilty of man 
slaughter. Much to hil surprise, how 
ever, Jones, on advice of hit attorney, 
went into court almost on the eve of 


rial and pleaded guilty to second ile- 
;rec murder, which carried with it tho 
ifc term sentence. 
"Jones pleaded guilty after he had 


ound it impossible to raise the $500 


asked by attorneys to defend him," 


said Prosecutor Bays. "Jones was al- 
most entirely without means and it was 
utterly impossible for him to pay a big 
ce to lawyers. When he failed to raise 
he money his attorneys, I am informed, 
advised him to plead guilty." 


The board will consider the case at 


some later session.

Hopewell, V£, Dec. 10.— The town 


of Hopewell, swept by flro yeeterday 
«nd Jast night, was almost as bare 
today at the cornfield in which its first 
buildings were put up » year ago. Four 
hundred houses, most of them wood, 
constructed in feverish h»ste to care 
fcr the- teflnx of people brought here by 
activities at the Du Pont explosives 
plant were licked up by the flames. In 
the main part of tne town of twenty- 
flve thousand persons hardly a building 
remained though tho great explosives 
plant nearby and company villages at 
either end of the town escaped un- 
damaged. The loss is put at Jl,000, 
000. 


Thousand* of refugees who through- 


out the afternoon had stood helplesi 
a* their homes and places of business 
burned vere boused during the night in 
Petersburg and Richmond. 
Many of 


those who saved their household goods 
stood guard over their effects with re 
peating rifles all night.

from Richmond and Special guards from 
inside tho Du Pont plant helped th 
Hppewell poliee foree to keep order 
Althoufn many were injured, only onl 
death was reported. 
A negro, caugh' 


looting, was said to have been strunj, 
in) to a tree at the edge of town. 


The lire started in a restaurnn 


when an oil stove tonpled from a box 
irt tlio kitchen. 
A hotel caught ne* 


and soon the flames, driven by n stil 
wind were eating their way throng 
banks, stores, hotels yid dwellings. Th 
only churen in the town was one of th 
first buildings to burn. An eleven -year 
old boy was the hero of the fire. Twic 
h* rushed Into a building and each tim 
re-appeared with a baby in his arm; 
The explosives plants which day an 
night at top ip«ed are turning out wit 
munitions for the allies, ceased opera 
tions only long enough to make stir 
none of iti buildings,. would burn.

turned out to pour water on the build-

ity, and she was recognized as such 
so 'long as she was needed for their 
defense. 
The whole south of the dual mon- 


. archy is inhabited by Slavs. The 


kingdoms of Croatia, Slavonia and 
Dalmatia, with the Duchy of Carni- 


' ola, Istria and Bosnia-Herzegovina 


—these comprising a population of 


! over 7,000,000—belong almost exclu- 


sively to one race. Whereas in all 


; other countries of the monarchy the 
•different races are represented in 
varying percentages, the non-Slav 
population in Crotia, Slavonia, Bos- 
nia and Herzegovina amounts only 
to about 5% per cent in Carnio- 
la and Istria to 4 per cent, and in 
Dalmatia only to 2 per cent. The 
considerable number of Croats and 
Slovenes (750,0000) living in South- 
ern Hungary must be added to the 
above mentioned 7,000,000. 
BROTHERS 
OF THE SERBS. 


Ethnologically speaking, the in- 


habitants of all these countries form 
"ne people, and are a brother ra- 
tion to J.he Serbs in the Kingdoms 
of Servia and Montenegro. Their 
. language, customs, historical past 
" achievements in art, sicence and lit- 


erature are identical. The sole dif- 
ference between them is that tho 
Croats and Slovenes are Catholics, 
while part of the inhabitants of Bos- 
nia-Herzegovina arc Mahammedans. 
Those confessing the Serbo-Ortho- 
dox faith also own to the national 
name and call themselves Serbs. 
This compact and homogeneous na- 


• tional body would certainly have be- 


•• come a most important factor in the 


monarchy had they not been cut in

two by administrative policy. Here, 
as elsewhere throughout all fcer do- 
minions, Austria has1 applied her 
principle of dividing and dismember- 
ing, and the Southern Slav provinces 
were shared between two spheres of 
power. Croatia and Slavonia were 
allotted to the Hungarian; Carniola, 
Dalmatia and Istria to the Austrian 
sphere, and a mixed Austrian and 
Hungarian administration was in- 
troduced in Bosnia and Herzegovina. 
This system made a unanimous po- 
litical 'rally of'the Souttiern Slavs 
quite impossible, and provided Ger- 
man and Magyar propaganda with a 
manageable field of operations. In 
both spheres 
unremitting 
efforts 


were devoted to the task of eliminat- 
ing the Southern 
Slav clement,, 


stifling Slav thought, and transform- 
ing the Slavs into slaves. 
CONSIDERATION 
FOR HUNGARY 


But the Southern Slav is endowed 


with unusual tenacity; 
the most 


zealous efforts on the part of the 
government, were frustrated by his 
dogged resistance, and they merely 
defeated their own ends. German 
"kultur" and Magyar lack of culture 
were held in equal abomination by 
the Slav nations, upon whom they 
were to be inflicted, and the ruthless 
spoiliation to which they were like- 
wise subjected engendered a deep- 
seated animosity. - The- Northern 
.Slavs, who possess more practical 
business capacity than the Southern, 
did not allow themselves to be eco- 
nomically strangled, and even con- 
trived to hold their own in this re- 
spect; whereas, the Southern Slavs, 
being mainly an agricultural people, 
found themselves the helpless vic- 
tims of Austrian and Hungarian ra- 
pacity. Dalmatia, one of the Jove- 
liest spots' in Europe, has for the 
last century known no privilege ex- 


cept that of paying taxes, and Au- 
stria's mal-administration of that 
country has become proverbial. * 


Croatia and Slavonia fare 
little 


better. They have to pay 66 per tent 
of their revenues to Hungary. 
This 


tax figures under the head of "con- 
tributions to mutual 
interests," 


.chiefly represented by the railways 
and the postal, system. The net an- 
nual income from these two aources 
amount to 250,000,000 crowns, but 
of this Croatia never recelres a pen- 
ny! The net profit all goes to Hun- 
gary, who brazenly employs it aa a 
subvention to the Magyar propagan- 
da in Croatia. The condition of Car- 
niola and Istria is almost as deplor- 
able as that of Dalmatia, and in Bos- 
.nla and Herzegovina the Au»tra- 
Hungarian Government has for thir- 
ty-five years built villages "after the 
pattern of Potehkin," for the edifi- 
cation of foreign journalists, while 
the people have been left to starve, 
or sink into poverty and ignorance. 


The numerous, foreign tourists 


who have traveled in these beautiful 
countries have seen nothing of Aus- 
tria's "work of civilization," as they 
are kept to the beaten tracks spe- 
cially prepared for them, and they 
only see the country like a carefully 
staged panorama on the films of the 
Imperial and Royal Picture Show! 
THEPOMTICAI 
HORIZON. 


It is much easier to understand 


why the political horizon in the 
southern corner of Europe is always 
clouded if one Is given a clearer 
view of the chartered rights, as op- 
posed to the actual position held by 
tho Southern Slavs in the mon- 
archy; but this view is not usually 
obtained through the official chan-" 
nels of Vienna and Buda Pest. Ac- 
cording to these, all ancient char- 
ters of liberty are so many "scraps

of paper," and the actual law merely 
the right of the strongest. The Haps- 
burgs did not come as victors with 
the rights of conqueror to the South- 
ern Slav provinces. They became 
rulers of these countries in virtue of 
voluntary treaties, and they them- 
selves issued manifestos and bulls, 
In which the integrity and indepen- 
dence of the Southern Slav countries 
are incontestably guaranteed. Cen- 
turies ago, while the 
Hapsburg 


dynasty was endangered by constant , 
wars, and especially during the 
Turkish invasion, these guaranties 
were faithfully observed. But with 
the altered conditions of affairs the 
Southern Slavs had to wage a bitter 
struggle for their rights. 


The history of these provinces 


during the past generation is one of 
neglect and misgovernment. Croa- 
tia has been exploited by the Mag- 
yars, and the narrow interests of 
Buda Pest have prevented railway 
development and hampered local in- 
dustries by skillful 
manipulation 


of tariffs and taxation. A further re- 
sult is that even today Dalmatia has 
no railway connection with the lest 
of Europe, and those of Bosnia are 
artificially directed 
towards Buda 


Pest, rather than towards Zagrel, Vi- 
enna and Western Europe. • 
NOW A 
CHAOS.* 


The national problem which the 


Congress of Vienna bequeathed to 
posterity may bo seen at a glance 
by looking at a political map of Eu- 
rope in 1815. 
The entire center of 


the Continent from 
Ostend to Pa- 


lermo, and from Konigsberg to Con- 
stantinople, was left a political 
chaos. There were, roughly speak- 
ing, ten great 
nationalities—the 


Germans, ,the Italians, the Belgians, 
the Poles, the Bohemians, the Hun- 
garians, the Southern Slavs, the 


SERVIAN 


Roumanians, the Bulgarians 
and 


the Greeks—all left with national 
aspirations unsatisfied, all hampered 
by state frontiers which had no cor- 
respondence with - their natural 
boundaries. Can we wonder that 
there have been wars in the nine- 
teenth century? Therefore, having 
failed to get their independence 
through settlement by conference, 
they use#the alternative to it, and 
that is "blood and iron," and it is 
with "blood and Iron" that nea»ly 
every nationality, which has attained 
nationhood in the last century, lias 
cemented the structure in its state. 


Belgium and Greece were the first 


ones to rise and secure their present 
liberties. Then came 1848, the won- 
derful year of modern history. In a 
course of a few weeks the establish- 
ed order seemed everywhere to be 
crumbling to pieces. The Chehs, the 
Magyars, tho Germans, the Italians 
rose against the paralyzing encum- 
brance of the Hapsburg autocracy. 


And the seed ot 1848 secured the 


formation of United Italy in 
the 


form of a constitutional monarchy. 
In 1871, a federal government was 
established in Germany. The Hun- 
garian portion of the Austrian do- 
minion achieved national recognition 
and institutions. Roumania and Ser- 
via we're declared sovereign powers 
independent of Turkey; 
Bulgaria 


achieved a recognition as a princi- 
pality, and Montenegro became a 


recognized state. Norway became an 
independent 
constitutional 
mon- 


archy, and at last, the Balkan war 
brought the accession to the Balkan 
States of a new territory. ~ • 
CAUSE OF 
BRUTALITY. 


Inability of the government to get 


the majority of the representatives 
for their unconstitutional ruling was 
a cause for the policy of brutal im- 
perialism then inaugurated which 
remained in force to this day. From 
1883 to 1903 Count Carl Khuen He- 
dervary was Ban of Croatia, and the 
twenty years of his administration 
have been the blackest period as re- 
gards political, economic and per- 
sonal thraldom. 


Countless Magyar schools wore 


scattered throughout the country to 
promote the denationalization of the 
people; espionage and secret police 
flourished as in Darkest Russia. The 
archives of the state with the COUT 
stitutional charters of Croatia, Sla- 
vonia and Dalmatia were incorporat- 
ed with the state archives in Buda 
Pest, and, last but. not least, the 
agreement itself was falsified by the 
pasting of a slip of paper over the 
specification of Fiume as a "corpus 
separatum adnexae rex," converting 
it into a "corpus 
separatum ad- 


nexae Hungarian!," whereby this im- 
portant Croatian seaport became ex- 
clusively Hungarian property. Twen- 
ty years' martyrdom of Croatia un- 


der his administration had not en- 
ervated the nation; on the contrary, 
they grew strong through adversity; 
and steadfastly went forward to- 
wards their goal. 
Khuen-Heder- 


vary's bribery, intimidation, ever- 
lasting trials for high treason, pris- 
on and the gallows, all these had 
only incited them to further resist- 
ance. 


In 1903, the whole country rose In 


rebellion as one man, and Khuen- 
Hedervary's 
power was broken. 


Even he had to admit that his twen- 
ty years' rule of ruthless oppression 
had merely defeated its own object 
(denationalization of Croats), that it 
had united the people whom he had 
sought to weaken and strengthened 
that which he had hoped to destroy. 


In the following ten years six ad- 


ministrative heads were changed, 
some of them reigning for only two 
months. The popular rising of ISiOJ 
opened new channels for the nation- 
al struggle; it was also the prelude 
to the hardest and bitterest time that 
the Southern Slavs have yet been 
called upon to face. Two years lat- 
er in the^election of 1905 the oppo- 
sition parties won a brilliant victory. 
Not one government candidate wai 
returned. The sessions of these par- 
liaments was very short because tha 
deputies refused to pass such gov- 
ernment bills which were against 
the interest of the people, and ther« 
are very, very few for the people.

Mr. Garrison passes quickly over the 
v.-idaspread routine activities of the war 
department, and devotes practically all 
his words to the subject of military pre- 
paredness, the need of which he sums up 
by saying: 


"So long ns right and wrong exist in 


he world there will be an inevitable con- 
ict between 
them. 
The right doers 


must be prepared to protect and defend 
he right, as against tile wrong." 


Unsparing in his arguments in answer 


n those, who would have no increase in 
he 
country's 
military 
preparedness, 


Secretary Garrison declares that 
the 


American people must 
vic\» their re- 


sponsibilities and measure up to them 
nnd then goes on to take up the various 
arguments of the opposition separately. 


"There arc some who do not feel free 


to base their conduct upon a considera- 
tion of facts or coni-l»«ions of reason, 
because of their interpretation of Divine 
injunction," he says. "They do not bo- 
luve in resistance to physical force; and 
those whose consciences are so convinced 
surrender life and all that they cherish 
and love at the behest of the necTvssor. 
This attitude concerns the individual, 
and hi malonc. It cannot be made the 
general rule of conduct under our form 
of government without departing from 
the basis upon which our government is 
founded. One is impelled to query upon 
what tiroper consideration there is based 
any distinction between the right or ne- 
cessity or desirability or using mental 
force to repel error, moral force to repel 
evil, and physical force to repM wrong.

The Associated Press).—The new drink 
regulations making it unlawful to buy 
or sell any intoxicant at any licensed 
premise or in clubs except between the 
hours of noon and 2:30 and 0:30 and !) 
in the evening, ami on Sundays between 
the- hours 1 and 3 and between 0 and 0, 
have led to an outburst of criticism. 


From an American point of view, the 


drinking habits of all classes are strik- 
ingly general here; indeed one of the 
leaders of the British cabinet told an 
Associated 
Press representative 
this 


week that th% consumption of alcoholic 
beverages here is more thiin double what 
«t is in the United States and that the 
eflorts to reduce the drinking by short- 
ening the hours of sale in munition cen- 
ters have as yet resulted in a reduction 
of less than 15 per cent, in the amount 
sousumed in these areas. But there ha - 
been a diminution in the number both 
of arrests and prosecutions for drunk-

i House in 15 Minutes" is the title of an 
1 article that has attracted wide attention

a saloon in a quarter of an hour in one

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COAL LEAPS UP TO 


$40 A jl IN ITALY 


Jump of $10 in One Week 


and Price Still Contin- 


ues to Scar. 


Rome, Nov. 30.—(Correspondence of 


The Associated Prew).—Coal U $40 a 
ton in Italy, and continues to soar. It 
went tip $10 a ton in one week. This has 
become a serious, and might become 
a 
decisive, 
war 
factor, so far 
as 


Italy ia concerned, for coal is the fun- 
damental 
element of Italian industry 


and cemmerce, moving the 
railways, 


running the factories, and keeping up | 
such public utilities as electric light and 
power plants, gas and water works, 
street railways and tramcars, as well as 
for household heating and cooking, not 
only in Rome, but all over Italy. 


Such a phenomenal rise in the price of 


coal has never before been known. To 
Italy the shortage U serious chiefly be- 
cause Italy possesses no eoal mines of 
her own at home or in the African colon- 
ies, so there is no outlook for getting a 
supply except from abroad, and the for- 
eign supply is in the hands of the enemy 
or taxed to its utmost capacity for it« 
own needs. While there was no wal 
Italy needed no coal fields of her own, 
as the. French and Belgian ficldB were 
near at hand. But now the French coal 


fields of Pas dc Calais, and those of 
Belgium, have passed 
into control of 


Germany, the ally of Austria, with 
whom Italy is at war. Similarly Aus- 
tria stretches as a barrier between the 
Polish coalfields and Italy. So that about 
the only supply left for Italy is England, 
where the Welsh coal fields arc hardly 
equal to the demand of England's own 
factories and navy, and her nearby ally, 
France-, without also supplying Italy's 
needs. 
And 
so coal is mounting—$8 


some time ago, then $10, then $1S, then 
$20, $30, and now $40 a ton. 


People no longer buy coal by the ton, 


tut by the bag, and a bag of eoal which 
can be swung over the shoulder costs $7. 
This means of course, that poor people 
can no longer buy ,coal and can no longer 
keep warm, except as the mild Italian 
climate may help them. But the climate 
does not help the railways and factories 
and industrial Italy is the worst sufferer 
from coal shortage and excessive price. 
Tbere has even been talk, since Italy is 
not at war with Germany, of getting' 
coal from Germany, and for the possible 
exchange of some articles of mutual 
need. 
Importing coal from Japan /is 


also being considered, but the transpor- 
tation cost is ao great that Japanese 
coal -would probably not bring the price 
down much in Italy. Wood as a sub- 
stitute is out of the question, for Italy's 
tree and timber supply is practically ex- 
hausted, and even bunches of twigs and 
fnggota have become a luxury at high 
price. 


The leading hotels of Rome have post- 


ed n notice stating that owing to the 
high price of coal the Association of 
Hotel Keepers have agreed to charge 
each guest one lira (20 cents) per day. 


fot the hotel's expense for coal. This is 
in the large and important hotels known 
tc. Americans, where no such require- 
ment has ever before pre.vailed. A fam- 
ily of five thus pays 
$30 extra p<»r 


month for its share of the lintel's coal. 


American coal shippers have been 


urged to enter the Italian field. . But 
the scarcity of ships and the high cost 
of transportation—due to the dangers of 
coal as contraband of war—are said to 
stand in the way of relief from that 
quarter. 
So that one. of the. effects of 


the European war is to make, the high 
price of coal a vital question for Italy, 
and the absence of any apparent remedy 
is even a more serious question.
